ANY years ago neighbour who specialized teaching backward children 

brought beautiful purple flowered cactus name for her. The first book 

available was old botany with fairly good picture the plant held 
hand; underneath was the title Mammillaria grahamii. The plant mis-named was 
Opuntia basilaris. Feeling challenged next step was look reliable literature 
the subject the Cacti. There was reliable popular literature the subject and only 
fragmentary and hard get scientific books. German there was Forsters Handbuch 
and English The Botany the Boundary Engelmann. Blancks Catalogue and 
some German catalogues were the sole equipment the collectors that day. this 
family plants strictly limited the American Continent felt that there would 
potential value making real collection these plants. Moreover was convinced 
that much new work was needed before anything approaching accurate monograph 
the subject would possible. 


decided then that function and contribution should collection. Soon 
exhausting all the local collections trade and purchase, then imported great amount 
material. Then using Dr. Engelmann’s account basis travelled thousands 
miles collecting the Western United States and Mexico. Soon had amassed very 
complete collection. 


Prof. Schumann’s work German beautifully illustrated came out 1908 but 
its methods classification were far from satisfactory and course not available 
those not familiar with his language. 


1919 Drs. Britton and Rose published their monumental monograph English. 
The classification the very best that could have been done with their paucity mate- 
rial. perusal this work shows how much was made possible the collections 
amateur fanciers. That’s where come in. 


the last word had been written the Cacti, would more waste our time 
them than collecting used neckties postage stamps. Notwithstanding the 
enormous collection facts and material, the number incomplete descriptions 
well the number unrecognized species quite large. One our reasons for 
existence magazine encourage collections for use expert taxonomists the 
publication newer and fuller works this subject. 

For some, the collection business legitimate the nursery business the 
business furnishing standard rats for college studies. some merely 
aesthetic pleasure similar owning collection orchids roses. others collections 
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appeal their diversity form and its application the understanding evolution. 
Some see locked these peculiar plants stores potential undiscovered secrets 
chemistry biology opened the key the researcher. others there only 
the misers collecting joy “The hungry Jew wilderness rejoicing o’er his manna.” Each 
has his rights, even the latter, for his collection will enrich science when his body has 
enriched mother earth. Our magazine urges efforts name plants propaga- 
tion cuttings; grafting; raising seedlings; hybridizing; exchanging mutual help 
naming and classifying; cooperation with scientists, educators, research institutions, 
government bureaux and quarantine officials both domestic and foreign with

ROOTING CACTUS PLANTS AND CUTTINGS 


Ernest 


there seems great difference opin- 
ion among collectors regard the proper 
soil which propagate and grow cacti and 
other succulents like nature, few words from 
collector long experience might 
some assistance the amateur who halting 
between two more opinions. have experi- 
mented with all classes cacti, every different 
soil advocated cactus growers general, and 
find that pure white sand neither too coarse nor 
too fine, the best for all propagation and root- 
ing. 

should made damp, not wet, before plant- 
ing your cuttings, and kept dry most the time 
without watering more than once week most 
until cuttings are rooted. Some the few ex- 
ceptions this rule are noted below. 


Good drainage all cases essential suc- 
cess. have found Pilocereus cuttings the hard- 
est root, allow them lie for two three 
days with their butts the sun order heal 
them, then dip into pewdered charcoal, and 
plant perfectly dry sand, and not water 
until roots have started. When watering, very 
weak solution lime water will benefit Piloc- 
ereus, but does not benefit the majority the 
other genera. 
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Most Echinocereus will stand but little water 
until well rooted. following this treatment, 
have found easier many cases root cut- 
tings than start new roots plants. root- 
ing plants these varieties, the same rule should 
followed, after cutting off all old roots. Some 
varieties, Echinocactus horizonthalonius, un- 
cinatus, and crispatus, with few others, will 
strike lateral roots from the old ones, even after 
being out the ground for three four months, 
but best cut off all roots from these well 
the others. 


Flat leaved Opuntias rule will root very 
readily almost any kind soil, and any 
degree moisture. rules can laid down 
for any particular branch the cactus family, 
the genera approach each other closely 
for time, the best botanist. Each plant 
may need treatment slightly different than any 
the rest, and the closest study each indi- 
vidual plant necessary success. all 
propagating and rooting lath houses, where 
they get partial sun.

have often been asked persons visiting 
greenhouse: “What sort plants are those? 
they bloom? Well, such peculiar growth. 
Are the flowers what country are 
they natives? they posses any valuable prop- 
Are they hardy plant, they re- 
quire great deal attention successfully 
grown? Are all the species leafless?” And 
many more questions when the eye attracted 
the Euphorbia. This specie plant at- 
tracting much attention among the admirers 
cacti, and there being little nothing written 
them the English language, article 
the Euphorbia should interest the readers 
the Journal. 


The Euphorbia named after 
Physician Jube, King Mauritania. Euphor- 
bus was famous Trojan (inhabitant ancient 
Troy) and the first who wounded Patrochus, 
whom Hector killed. almost impossible 
ascertain the exact time they were named 
Euphorbias, but careful search has revealed the 
fact that King Jube lived about half century 
before Christ; his son, King Jube II, died 
17; not definitely known which King 
Euphorbus attended. 

Euphorbias are not cacti, yet appearance 
many them closely resemble cactus that 
most collectors the latter plants include them 
among their collections. There are about 850 
species with world wide distribution, the 
majority being native South Africa. Several 
grow tropical Mexico while that odd appear- 


ing plant, japlopa, grows China and the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Madagascar where neriifolia 
is. native, grown hedges along property 
lines making fence that fairly shouts “keep 
out.” There are few grown the United 
States while lactea, one the 
plants the genus, native the East Indies. 


Lactea tree shaped with woody trunk and 
cactus-like branches growing feet high. 
The branches occasionally take odd but beau- 
tiful growths known cristates, caused mostly 
hail striking and wounding the young growth 
and the healing these cuts the odd shapes 
take form. They are rarely found and when 
cut from the mother plant will continue their 
cristate contortions all new growth showing 
tendency revert the original shape cut 
off. Lactea cristates are the most outstanding 
plants any collection, there being two alike, 
and their peculiar twists and turns making each 
plant exclusive. 

advantage raising Euphorbias that 
they are rarely, ever troubled insects any 
other destructive fungi. People not familiar with 
them call them milkweeds, because wound 
pin prick will cause them exude milk-like 
juice which acrid poison which smarts 
open cut sore. sticky and when touched 
the tongue puckers the mouth like un- 
ripe persimmon. have placed the scourge 
California, the Argentine ant, this juice and 
have never seen one that lived long enough 
struggle out his bath. Mealy bug, rust, and 
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scale, all which are destructive other plants, 
when placed Euphorbias drop off day 
apparently dead. some the worst 
insect infested collections catus and succulents 
have ever visited the Euphorbias were always 
clean, healthy, and growing nicely with these 
destructive plant enemies all around them. There 
are some cacti the Mammillaria group that 
also have milky juice; this, however, does not 
divorce them from that family, neither does 
give them the immunity from pests that the 
Euphorbias enjoy, since their juices evidently 
are not poisonous. 

There wide difference the growths and 
forms the various species. For instance, 
splendens looks very much like the occatillo with 
its robust spines and has somewhat similar 
flower blooming very nearly all year around. 
erroneously known most people 
Crown Thorns, will stand rough treatment, 


and can trained into any form making 
desirable climber. Obesa has all the appearance 
gourd; pendula vine; globosa resembles 
handful dried walnuts; xylophylloides could 
mistaken for Phyllocactus, and 
for Echinocactus; while the name ceriformis 
tells has the appearance Cereus. Tiru- 
calli looks like coral and the most common 
Euphorbia found among collections. 


Alwin Berger’s book “Sukkulente 
the German, manual the most 
cactus-like species, and present the only 
available work published.

EXHAUSTED SOIL AND REPOTTING 


When you see plant “stand look- 
ing sickly with signs growth nearly 
always because the soil exhausted. The plant 
has used all the food contained and 
necessary that you supply fresh soil fertilizer. 
For all cacti fresh soil the best, you 
can apply fertilizer very old and large speci- 
mens advantage top dressing and liquid 
form, well the soil. 

The smaller and younger plants not like 
much fertilizer but will benefitted with about 
one-fifth old well rotted manure added the 
soil. 


have been very successful with equal parts 
good rich loam, white sand and peat, for nearly 
every variety the cactus family. have this 
soil well mixed and put through sieve half- 
inch mesh for pots ranging from two six 
inches size, and for larger pots merely picking 
out the largest lumps and stones the soil may 
contain. Have the pots well drained, using peb- 
bles broken pots, always using the size pot 
that just large enough hold the roots well 
spread (not bunch). use pot that too 


large not only injurious, but makes the plaat 
look small and poor. 


When cactus has very few roots best 
fill your pot three fourths full with ordinary 


mixture and placing top this, that will 
directly under the plant, pure sand char- 
coal. will make roots this which will strike 
through into the soil. 


Never let the soil get into stagnant, wet con- 
the other hand, too dry just bad for Phyl- 
locactus, Epiphyllums, growing 
Cereus, but few Echinocactus, Echinocereus 
and etc., will stand almost any 
amount dryness. Most lovers cacti have 
certain number these plants lose before they 
learn keep water from them the dormant 
season, and may add, that requires more 
judgment water cactus than any other one 
operation perform caring for them. 


Cacti planted fancy glazed pots, make 
very pretty appearance, but should given 
special care watering they not dry out 
readily the ordinary flower pot, and cacti 
must have good drainage.

NEW BOOK ALWIN BERGER

addition Alwin long list con- 
tributions the literature the Cacti and Suc- 
culents has just come hand. concerns itself 
with the lines evolution the Cactaceae.* 


the basis his life-long study the family 
the author attempts trace the lines descent 
which have led the present diversity this 
protean family. Accepting Schumann’s opin- 
ion their common descent with the Portula- 
caceae and especially Aizoaceae, two families 
with like strong tendency succulence habit, 
believes that they have originated the South- 
ern Hemisphere, the original ancestors spreading 
probably from South Africa Australasia and 
South America, the same way some the 
Mesembrieae have done. 


This opinion supported the fact, that the 
most primitive forms, such Pereskia, Pereski- 
opsis and Tacinga are found the Southern Con- 
tinent. The Mexican Region, though present 
containing the most important Cactus flora, has 
reached this position through being area 
which the ancestral Cacti advanced 
warmer and moister forest and savannah condi- 
tions the South over the emerging land-bridge 
Central America into the increasingly more 
environment the Mexican Plateau. 
This presented problems aridity, altitude and 
more rigorous climate, which forced adaptible 
race, already pre-disposed succulence, de- 
velop the multiplicity forms now existing. 


the beginning his study the author lays 
great weight the fact, that the stage evolu- 
tionary development existing genera best 
shown the greater lesser primitiveness 
Hower and fruit, the most primitive the three 
principal divisions the family being course 
the Pereskias. Even the more casual observer 
would deduce this from the fact that they bear 
permanent leaves and resemble other non-cac- 
taceous plants. But botanist, even more con- 
vincing the structure flower and fruit, the 
simply hollowing-out the base the pistil;

plant instead scattering its seeds. This 
character which shows low degree advance- 
ment the evolution true floral organ out 
the original vegetative leaf-whorl. Opuntia 
also still have the presence permanent 
semi-permanent leaves and the absence 
bed stem which advanced character. 


The author now goes the Cereus tribe, 
which considers less homogeneus its origin 
than the other two. concludes that the Cere- 
oideae are descended from four distinct ancestral 
stems, the ancestor the present Rhipsali- 
danae, probably form with thin jointed stems, 
bearing spines, that the Epiphyllanae, with 
tendency form flat joints, that the Hylo- 
cereanae, more succulent, but still with the power 
making aerial roots like the former two, and 
finally the ancestral form forms from which 
all the rest the cereoid genera originated, char- 
acterized the strongly succulent stem, and 
definitely tending towards the habit. 

the Cereoideae can roughly estimate the 
degree evolutionary development genus 
the increasing differentiation the floral or- 
gans away from their vegetative characters. The 
development from the primitive types with 
spiny, bristly woolly ovaries and fruits towards 
those showing progressive tendency eliminate 
spines favor scales complete nakedness. 

the other hand, the development dis- 
tinct region, the true cephalium the 
Melocacti the pseudo-cephalium Cephalo- 
cereus, points later stage evolution.

FLORIDA FRUIT FLY 


Woglum, entomologist the California 
Fruit Growers Exchange, has just completed

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WATERING CACTI 


Mrs. Anna Voss, Cleveland, Ohio. 


Not single point the success the cultiva- 
tion this peculiar plant important the 
watering. this depends the life and growth 
the many pets which the cactus admirer pos- 
sesses his collection. Too much, too little, 
the case may be, liable result the de- 
struction the plant, but most cases too much 
water given. 

Many persons interested cactus, unaware 
the importance watering, become discouraged 
the loss plant after plant, until sometimes 
entire collections are consumed. Naturally they 
give the idea growing cacti, but giving 
the watering little attention, other conditions 
considered, good results might have followed. 

Under all circumstances use clean water, and 
confine yourself, possible the use rain 
water only, but should such not available, and 
you are compelled use the cool hydrant water, 
allow stand the sun for short time 
take the chill off. winter use tepid water 
about the temperature the plant not 
chill the plant, and never water over the plant, 
especially where liable settle the crown 
the plant. very slight syringing spray- 
ing beneficial all times. 

The most suitable time for watering cactus, 
depends course the season. summer 
best water the evening, after the plant and 
soil have cooled off thoroughly after being exposed 
the hot rays the sun during the day; 
spring and fall, morning the most suitable, 
while winter, mid-day most advisable. Dur- 
ing the summer growing months, bright 
sunny days essential water daily, while 
cloudy weather when the atmosphere moist, 
water must withheld certain extent, 
excepting probably the case strong growing 
plants. This caution suggestion for the winter 
months well summer. 

not keep saucers under the pots filled with 
water, this method only suitable for swamp 


plants such plants require great deal 
water; but such not the case with cacti, 
nature has provided for this their succulent 
character, and they will thrive, stated above, 
much better with too little than too much mois- 
ture. 

Always planting your cacti allow reason- 


able amount space from the soil the rim 
the pot for water. not hold the watering pot 
too high from the pot, that the soil will splat- 
ter over the plant, nor water one side only, 


but pass the spout all around the plant, pos- 
sible, that the soil will become equally satur- 
ated. 

cacti have the soil higher around the plant, 


sloping toward the pot, prevent water from 


collecting around the plant, which often causes 
decay. 

During the months the rule water- 
ing the soil only may not followed closely, 
has been found very beneficial water over 
the plant during the growing season. course 
the watering cacti well all other plants, 
depends entirely upon circumstances. The sea- 
son, the location, and the condition the plant 
always well worth taking into consideration, 


but that season seems most important.

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QUESTIONS 


WHAT ARE SUCCULENTS? 


Succulents are plants which their fleshi- 
ness other adaptations are able withstand 
drought live places where fresh water 
not available, salt marshes, etc. The 
phenomenon succulency occurs principally 
about fourteen families plants, namely: 


LILIACEAE, with genera Bulbine, Bowiea, 
Aloe, Gasteria, Apicra, Haworthia, Lomato- 
phyllum, Xanthorrhoea, Yucca, Hesperaloe, 
Nolina, Dasylirion, Coharia, Dracaena, Astelia, 
Milligania, Cordyline and Sanseviera, each 
the foregoing being genus sometimes com- 
posed many species.

CRASSULACEAE, with genera Sedum, Sem- 
pervivum, Monanthes, Cotyledon, Bryophyl- 
lum, Kalanchoe, Crassula and Rochea.

VITACEAE, with genera Cissus Cactiformis 
and Currori, etc.
